DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed June 03, 2008 in response to Examiner's Office Action has 
been reviewed. Claims 21, 23, 25-40, 42, 44-49, 51, 53-68, 70, 72-77, 79, 81-96, 98, 100-105, 

107, 109-124, 126 and 128-132 are pending in the application. Claims 21, 40, 49, 68, 77, 96, 105 
and 124 have been amended, and claims 1-20, 22, 24, 41, 43, 50, 52, 69, 71, 78, 80, 97, 99, 106, 

108, 125 and 127 have been canceled. This Office Action is Non-Final. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 21, 23, 25-40, 42, 44-49, 51, 53-68, 70, 72-77, 79, 81-96, 98, 100-105, 107, 109- 
124, 126 and 128-132 are allowable over the prior art of record. The reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter for these claims have been addressed in the previous Office Action. 



3. The indicated allowability of claims 105, 107, 1 10, 1 1 1, 1 13-124, 126 and 129-132 are 
withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 101 rejection. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 105, 107, 110, 111, 113-124, 126 and 129-132 are rejected under 35 USC 101 
because these claims are directed to non-statutory subject matter. The content of these claims 
does not constitute a statutory process, machine, manufacture or composition of matter in which 
the statutory process must result in a physical transformation in a computer system. For instance, 
since claims are apparatus, there is no hardware or devices in the body of independent claims 
105 and 124.
